Bos- 
ton's budget for the 
school is $3,425,748. 00 
for the 1982-1983 school

on enrollment and staff 
size,

are allowed $76,000 from

Since in the, future -al- 
most everyone will need 
basic computer skills, 
any student who. gradu- 
ates from Boston Latin 
now has some experience 
in using a microcomputer 
or computer terminal. 

There are several dif- 
ferent computer. systems 
in the school, There is 
the IBM System 34 loca- 
ted in the basement, 
three HP-85 desktop com- 
puters, and four Apple I 
microcomputers in the 
Microlab (opposite room 
332). These are all ope- 
rated under the supervi- 
sion of the math depart- 
ment. 

The average student © 
will spend one third of 
his-junior year learning 
to program in FORTRAN 
on one of the eight 
IBM-34 terminals, Others 
may have more exposure to 
computers, selected stu- 
dents may work with the 
IBi-34 as early as in the 
eighth grade, and seni- 
ors may take numerical 
analysis, a full-year 
course in which students 
learn advanced FORTRAN 
and another computer 
language, BASIC, 

There are also extra- 
curricular activities to 
Supplement classroom in- 
struction. The Computer 
Engineering Society wel- 
comes students of all 
grades, The Computer Team, 
which competes in nation- 
al computer leagues, is 
open to those who have an 
aptitude in both mathema- 
tics and computer pro- 
gramming. 

There is a growing mar- 
ket for computer-related 
professions, For instance, 
secretaries who formerly 
used typewriters now use 
word processors/computers 
that can edit documents 
before they are actually 
printed. Meanwhile, large 
electronics firms are 
making computers afford- 
able for the home, Compu- 
ter literacy will soon 
undoubtedly become as es- 
sential in education as 
the three R‘s. Thanks to 
its new programs, Boston 
Latin will not find it- 
self left in the past.
